Claims 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Freed 
et al essentially for reasons of record noting the following. 
Applicant has amended claim 9 to recite that the cutting edge is disposed within a 
holder and is movable through a recess formed therein, the recess being capable of 
receiving said IOL blank. This is precisely what is shown in Freed et al — see Figs. 3 
and 5, in particular skin engaging unit 26, which clearly constitutes a holder with a 
recess therein through which the cutter (34) moves and within which the blank which will 
be cut is positioned. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 12-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Freed et al for reasons of record as set forth in the previous action. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed March 13, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant submits that the amendments to claim 9 render same not 
anticipated by Freed et al. Such is simply not persuasive. Freed et al clearly teaches 
the structural limitations submitted as lacking therein by applicant and it is certainly not 
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clear on the record as to why these limitations are not taught in the applied reference. 
While the skin engaging unit 26, which functions as a holder, may indeed contact 
stretched skin, a portion of this skin constitutes the blank which will be cut by rotating 
trephine cutter 34.
